Of the fooa? named 
above, PEARS0N has been generally denounced as a CoEsaaaiet since the 
I 93 O *s. AHES has a record of favoring Communist causes during the 1930 *s 
and possibly into the 19^0’ s. SCOTT was described by the right-wing 
elements during the 1990’s as being “left-wing, n however, he appears 
to have subsequently been accepted in the far-right circles, according 
to reliable sources. 

AHDERSON’s politics are not known, however, it. Is generally con- 
ceded from most sources that he is s "first-class liar."
